The Dogberry ef the Cabinet— A Weak but 
Mischievous Officer. 


The Dogberry of the Cabinet ia At­ 
torney-General W illiams, and no law­ 
yer living could manifest more eager­ 
ness to write himself down w hat' he 
undeniably is. His tardy reply for the 
Goverment to Governor Brown of 
Tennessee, in relation to the trial of 
the Gibson county rioters, is a perfect 
synopsis of the charlatanism , tne per­ 
fect conceit, the little tyrant’s temper 
and the interpretation of self-satistled 
ignorance that is setu p iu combina­ 
tion as the legal adviser and agent of 
the Federal Executive, and to which 
are recklessly intrusted the issues of 
life and death for a nation that exists 
Bolely ou the condition of an equal 
federation among its separate mem­ 
bers. The new W illiam s Constitution 
wipes out the labors and exertions of 
the statesmen of the past with an in­ 
difference that demonstrates the most 
stupendous individual presumption. 
The Government lawyer who was 
fairly hooted out of the Federal Court 
at Hartford in a case of great im port­ 
ance to the nation, is occupying his 
leisure moments in tram pling down 
States, sowing anew the seeds of re­ 
volt, inciting a diabolical war of races, 
denying statehood to communities 
th at otherwise can enjoy no recognized 
and rightful existence, and posting 
Federal troops, by the free permission 
of the President, wherever he may 
think them necessary to give m eaning 
to his otherwise senseless decisions. 
Being held jus tly in contempt for his 
lack of legal qualifications, he fancies 
that it may be supplied by a show of 
m ilitary force. As he believes that 
troops constitute the essence of State 
govern ment, so he practically m ain­ 
tains that they furnish the libre of le­ 
gal decisions. 
In his weak hands the 
Constitution is kneaded over into all 
sorts of incongruous and unrecogniza­ 
ble forms. Instead of exercising su­ 
preme authority in a well defined 
sphere, under hi in it becomes a med­ 
dler and a marplot, and the pyramid 
popular government is set upon its 
apex.—Boston Post.
